Applicant 
argued that the claims are being interpreted based on claim construction. However, during patent examination, the pending claims must 
be "given *>their< broadest reasonable interpretation consistent with the specification." > In re Hyatt, 211 F.3d 1367, 1372, 54 USPQ2d 
1664, 1667 (Fed. Cir. 2000). While the claims of issued patents are interpreted in light of the specification, prosecution history, prior art 
and other claims, this is not the mode of claim interpretation to be applied during examination. During examination, the claims must be 
interpreted as broadly as their terms reasonably allow. > In re American Academy of Science Tech Center. F.3d , 2004 WL 1067528 
(Fed. Cir. May 13, 2004)(The USPTO uses a different standard for construing claims than that used by district courts; during examinatio 
the USPTO must give claims their broadest reasonable interpretation.) < This means that the words of the claim must be given their plai 
meaning unless applicant has provided a clear definition in the specification. In re Zletz, 893 F.2d 319, 321, 13 USPQ2d 1320, 1322
